Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1) of 
article 123 of the Constitution, the President is pleased to promulgate

“3. Notwithstanding the expiry of the West Bengal Security 
(Tripura Re-enacting) Amendment Ordinance, 1971, anything done 
or any action taken, proceeding started, appeal preferred, or legal 
effect produced by or under the provisions of the West Bengal 
Security Act, 1950, as re-enacted by the West Bengal Security 
(Tripura Re-enacting) Act, 1967, and amended by the said Ordinance, 
shall be deemed to have been done, taken, started, preferred or pro¬ 
duced under the said Act, as so re-enacted and amended by this Act, 
as if this Act had commenced on the 24th day of January, 1971.”.
